The Harris Co., TX deed records of 1 July 1841 show that W. N. P. Gray- 
son and wife, Frances, sold land there.

Spence, bought land there from General Sam Houston 8 May 1838. Francis 
and E. B. Grayson also bought and sold land there. One document listed 
children of W. N. P. and Frances M. Grayson as Peter Wilkinson, Elizar 
Freeland, Frances Chur, Catherine Hoop, and Edward B. Grayson of Adams 
Co. and Yazoo Counties, MS. He was involved in selling slaves there on 
several occasions. 


Mississippi Cemetery and Bible Records published by the MS Genealogical 
Society, Vol. 5, p. 170 show a Grayson Cemetery in Adams Co., located 
four miles from Washington, on hiway #61 and Old Road within 200 yards of 
Brandon Hall. It stated that the Graysons migrated from Virginia to old 
Mississippi Territory. Buried there were Thomas Thorp Grayson b. 16 May, 
d. 18 May 1834, Rebecca Crow Grayson b. 14 Oct. 1831, d. May, 1833. Vol. 
2, same books, showed Eliza Ann Grayson, wife of John Byrd Berry b. 1809 
in SC d. after 1870. She may have not been of this line, but was buried 
in that area.

10. Thomas Robinson Grayson, twin of John R., was apprenticed to his brother-in- 
law, Lund Washington, and went to sea. He was kidnapped by the Britich and 
held captive after being taken in the Texel. He was never hearf from after 


he was captured. 


There has been much speculation as to where he went and if he came back to 

the United States and left descendents. Even though there are some “unidenti- 
fied" Graysons, there has been nothing found to indicate that he ever came 
back to the United States. 


11. John Robinson Grayson, twin of Thomas R., was born 17 September 1779. He 
was bound as an apprentice to his brother-in-law, Lund Washington, to learn 
to be a ship's officer or commander. However, when he and his brother went 
to sea on the Brig "Polly" they were kidnapped by the British on the coast 
of Holland and impressed into service as part of the crew of a 20 gun ship. 
At the time this ship was at anchor. During the attack, John Robinson's ship 
was put upon by a Dutch ship, called a Butch 20 gun ship. The British were 
trying to sink the Dutch ship, but John Robinson deposed the British officer 
in command for cowardice and assumed command. He boarded and captured the 
Dutchman and carried her out to sea and away from the guns of the fort that 
was making the attack. 


John Robinson became an owner of a line of ships after his return to the 
Unnited States and followed in his brother-in-law's footsteps as a ship line 
operator. He made many trips to England and other places and at times took 
his wife with him, according to Lund Washington. A child was born on one 
of these trips.

John Robinson wrote Lund Washington of his predicament and Lund 
obtained his release with the help of the U. S. Government. He 
returned to America and told Lund W. that the British tried to get 
him to stay in their navy as a ship commander. He was in command 
of the ship "Charleston" and others. After he married he was the 
harbormaster in Savannah, Georgia. Lund said he was an able sea- 
man, a powerful and resolute man. His family and descendents were: 
wife, Frances Ann Harvey, b. Georgetown, SC and died in Savannah, 
GA in May, 1832 and two children: 


a. John Langston Grayson, born in Liverpool, England when his 
mother accompanied his father there on one of their sailing 
ships 9 January 1817.

Dear Mrs. Strickland, 


I'm have put together what I have on the Grayson's in Jasper County, 
MS. The earliest I can go back is to Lee Grayson in the 1840 Census, 
in Jasper County, MS. However, Neoma Smith says that they have 
traced the family back to three brothers coming to Mississippi. One 
settling north part of Miss., one in Jasper County and the other 
headed for Texas. However she doesn't remember the names nor can she 
find the paperwork that had it written down on at this time. 


She did give me some paperwork that was written by a cousin, she 
says. However I don't know how he is connected. It is William J. 
Grayson (1788--1863) from South Carolina. He wrote "The Hireling and 
the Slave" in 1856. This was published as "The Hireling and the 
Slave, Chicora, and Other Poems (Charleston: McCord and Co., 1856), 
pp 21-45, passim. My copy is not very good.

The following Grayson's are as I know: 


LEE Grayson born either in South Carolina or Kentucky. Died between 
the years of 1866 to 1870. Was in the 1866 Census. 

Wife's name is BIDDY OR BRIDGET 
OF HIS CHILDREN: 


ANDREW- I believe him to have been killed in the Civil War under the 
name A.J. Grayson. His wife applied for pension, her name was Mary 
and had three children. However, this is not for certain. 


OLIVER G.- was captured at Lookout Mountain , Chattanooga, Tenn on 
Nov. 24, 1863 and was sent to Rock Island Barracks, I1l. Where he 
died of Pneumonia on Dec. 17, 1863 and was buried there. The family 
had thought that he had deserted, Neoma said, because he was never 
heard from. 


GEORGE W.- was in the Civil War and joined May 5, 1862 and was 
discharged December 9, 1862. The reason he was discharged is 
unclear, however the word died is given in the reason, however I 
don't know if that meant he died or what? However, in the 1870 
Census, he is listed with a wife, 3 children, and two brothers 
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staying with him. See copy of Census 1870 for the names. 


THOMAS AND ALBERT are both in the 1860 Census under their father's 
name as Leo Grayson and Bridget. Albert is as A.B. 

However in the 1870 Census, both Thomas J. and Albert B. are staying 
with George W. Grayson as farm laborers. Their ages were 
respectively 22 and 18. 


ALBERT - was also know as A.B. or Brown Grayson. Albert was next 
found in the marriage records of Newton Co., MS married to a Mary 
Pippin on Mary 25, 1879. The 1880 Census, list him and his wife with 
one daughter Della. They then proceeded to have following children 

DELLA 

ANNIE 

ALBERT G. They only had six children. 
WILLIAM CORNELIUS 

BETTY 

JESSE 


Mary, Albert's wife, was committed to East Mississippi Insane 
Asylum on May 16, 1897. There are several different stories as to 
why she was committed but was diagnosed as being chronic mania. She 
died March 26, 1920 of Lobar Pneumonia. She was buried in Fellowship 
Cemetery in Taylorsville, MS. She has no marker. 


ALBERT- is believed died somewhere between 1910-1915. In the 1900 
Census, Albert was listed as GRASON, BROWN. Albert was alive in 1910 
Census, however, in 1920, he was no longer listed. I have a Sally 
Martin, who attended his funeral, however she doesn't remember 
exactly when he died, she was very young at the time. He was buried 
in the Fellowship Cemetery in Taylorsville, Ms. 


This information is about all I have at this time. If you find any 
more please let me know. If I get a response from somebody, I'll 
drop you a line. I have written letters to people, but haven't 
gotten much back from them yet. I have more information on the 
children of Albert and they will be on the other pages. 


Concerning John Havard, son of John and Catherine Moody, I still have 
him only married to Nancy Malzora Landrum on Feb. 16, 1893 and that 
he died in 1911. Are you sure that the John Havard in the 1920 
Census with Rachel Nauity and Mollie Yates is the same John Havard 
that belongs to John and Catherine (Moody) Havard? 


The information that I got came from the Mormon Library who listed 
their information source as Bible records from Rebecca Moody that 
list John Havard's death date as 1911. Rebecca Moody was the sister 
to Catherine and was married to Benjamin Franklin Lee. Please let me 
know what information you have that makes my John Havard the same as 
your John Havard. I'll send you the copies of what I have. Also it 
has, John Havard buried at the Rocky Creek Cemetery. However, I do 
have someone, Claude Havard that said he attended his grandfather's 
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funeral (John Havard) around 1922-1925. He was born in 1916. So the 
death date of 1911, possibly might be wrong. 


I am going to do a record check for John Havard during the 1920's at 
Vital Statistics in Jackson. I'll let you know what I find out.
